LONDON, Jan. 3 (AP) — For- 
eign Secretary Anthony Eden says 
Britain and its partners in the 


North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- te 


tion will boost their defense 
spending in the coming year to 
counter the possibility of sudden 


Soviet aggression. Recent “modi- ed 


fications” in the British program, 
he declares, do not represent a cut 
in the nation’s arms drive. 

The statement, contained in a 
white paper to Parliament sum- 
marizing last month’s North At- 
Jantic Council meeting in Paris, 
oécasioned some surprise. Prime 
Minister Churchill announced 
Dec. 4 that a cut in the nation’s 
defense effort was necessary to 
avoid inflation. 

The white paper, made public 
last night, declared “recent modi- 
fications in our program reflect a 
change of emphasis in some fields 
“but in no sense a reduction in 
the present scale of our rearma- 
ment effort. Indeed, next year we 
intend to spend more on defense 
than this year.’ 

The statement added that “this 
{s broadly true of the NATO et- 
fort as a whole. 

‘Better Equipped, Larger.’ 

“The combined forces planned 
for NATO for 1953 will, in fact, 


be not only better equipped but 


also larger than those we have 
now at the end of 1952.” 

Churchill's Dec. 4 announce- 
ment did not specify what cuts 
might be made in the nation’s red 
fense effort. He emphasized, in- 
stead, that the drive would be 
streamlined to give greater fire- 
power as well as economy.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3—A total 
of 8020 aliens reported they 
lived in St. Louis in January 
1951, the United States Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization Service 
said today. in answer to inquiry 
by the Post-Dispatch. 

Of the total, 1470 aliens in 
St. Louis or 18 per cent, came 


from Italy and 942, or 12 pe 
cent, from Poland. But 3100 of 
the 8020 aliens were listed as 
“miscellaneous,” without any in- 
dication of their national origin. 
The figures were obtained fol- 
lowing release of the report by 
President Truman’s commission 
on immigration and naturaliza- 


tion act be reconsidered and “re- 
vised from beginning to end.” 

The report called for repeal of 
the “national origins” basis, 
under which the present law Um- 
its immigration to 154,647 per- 
sons, “National origins“ quotas 
give Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland 65,361, together with 25,- 
814 for Germany and 17,756 for 
the Irish Free State, Total for 
those three states, 108,931, is 
about two-thirds of- the over-all 
quota. 

In St. Louis, besides aliens 
from Italy and Poland and those 
listed as -miscellaneous, other 
non-citizens who reported came 
from_the following countries: 

From Germany, 939; G 
Britain, 418; U.S.S.R., 733; Can- 
ada, 270; and Mexico, 148. 

These were the latest figures 
available. At that time, two years 
ago, transients did not furnish re- 
ports. The total number of aliens 
in Missouri two years ago was 
15,274 and in the United States, 
2,365,032. ö

DIATOMACEOUS EARTH TO BE 
PROCESSED AT EDSON, KAN. 


Diatomaceous earth from the 
bottom of an ancient fresh-water 
sea will be processed by a $200,- 
000 plant being built at Edson, 
Kan., by the National Lead Co.’s 
De Lore Division, of St. Louis. 

The plant, largely mechanized, 
will employ 25 men, starting in 
April, to process the chalky ma- 
terial into Lorite, a company pro- 
duct used in the manufacture of 
paint and plastics. 

A. J. Wetzel, manager of the 
DeLore Division, said the deposit 
is unusual in that calcium carbon- 
ate has been deposited in the fos- 
silized bones of tiny fish, which 
make up diatomacious earth. It 
was discovered four years ago. He 
said the deposit is about 12 feet 
deep and covers 2300 acres, with 
a 30-foot overburden of gravel, 
sand, clay and boulders. The 
earth is being mined by the strip- 
ping process.

Traffic Ought to Move 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Nothing will come of attempts to al- 
leviate traffic tangles here until a whole 
new attitude, and thereby a new ap- 
proach, is brought to bear. 

The first requisite for adequate traf- 
fie control is: Expedite it. Keep it mov- 
ing. Stop hampering movement. Stop 
harassing drivers. Stop halting the 
flow of vehicles at every possible point. 


Eliminate arbitrarily fixed speed 
limits. They are 2 invitations to 
violation, dictated not by safety engi- 
neering, but by political expediency. 

Expressways have no value so long 
as they empty smack into cross streets, 
as do the Red Feather, and as the 
Daniel Boone now does at its eastern 
end. Expressways should empty into 

leling lanes that permit gradual 
ning out of rush-hour traffic. 


Stop signs give the motorist who's 
supposed to have a clear right of way 
a false sense of security and, strangely 
enough, do the same thing to the mo- 
torist who's supposed to stop. They'd 
Both be more cautious if there were 
fewer signs. 

Replace arbitrary speed limits by 
Fecommended running speeds based up- 
on safety engineering for clear, good 
and poor road and weather conditions. 
Motorists would be more likely to ob- 
serve recommendations than arbitrary 
orders. And it’s just as dangerous, of- 
ten more so, to run too slowly, as it is 
to run too fast. 


Teach traffic officers to prod lag- 
gards, arrest blockers of traffic, and 
make it an offense to operate cars in 
such poor condition that they stall in 
heavy traffic. - 

Make it an offense to weave back 
and forth from one lane to another, 
seeking advantage. Keep trucks in out- 
er lanes and eliminate left - turns, Cre- 

arrangement for right turns as sub- 
stitute for left turns where they do not 
now exist. 


Establish a downtown network of syn- 
chronized traffic lights that will move 
traffic 20 blocks without stopping: tie 
in outlying lights with the synchroniza- 
tion of the downtown lights. 


Establish a Greater St. Louis Traffic 
Conference to co-ordinate regulations 
‘of city and suburbs, eliminate obstacles 
and bottlenecks created by political 
‘boundaries, and free arterial streets, as 
_ far out as traffic runs heavy, of arbi- 
trary regulations that slow movement. 
Eliminate part-time stop signs such as 
— at factory entrances and in school 
mens. Establish them permanently as 
l-hour signs or take them away. Elim- 
te reversible one-way streets. Either 
e them one way at all hours or 
eave them alone. Reverse traffic only 
adds to the confusion. 


Above all, instruct traffic patrols to 
move traffic, not hamper, harass and 
halt it. It is utter exasperation that 
leads to increased disregard of present 
regulations, to recklessness, to fatal 
accidents. Let's get a move on.

Farm Problem Ahead 


Gen. Eisenhower's appointment of a commit- 
tee to study farm policy indicates a wise desire 
to get a running start on one of the major prob- 
lems that will face his Administration. 

While farm income remains relatively high, 
the signs of possible trouble ahead are clear. 
Cotton has dropped from 42 cents a pound in 
April 1951 to about 34 cents now. Corn hit $1.73 
last August, has dropped to $1.45. Hogs are sell- 
ing at less than $17 as compared with a peak of 
$21.90 a hundredweight in February 1951. Cattle 
prices have dropped from a 1951 peak of $30 to 
around $21.30. é 

If these prices still seem high, the fact cannot 
be gainsaid that farmers’ real income has turned 
downward. During the last year farm prices 
have declined 8 per cent while farmets’ expenses 
have declined only 2 per cent. In terms of pur- 
chasing power, farm income for 1952 will prob- 
ably turn out to be the lowest in the last 10 


years except for 1950. All this spells anxiety 


for the future in agriculture. 

For the present, price supports should pre- 
vent the prices of major farm commodities from 
dropping too far. But thé legislation authorizing 
support at 90 per cent of parity expires in 1954, 
and Congress must soon begin considering what 
kind of permanent legislation it wants. 

Should prices be supported at a certain fixed 
level, such as 90 per cent of parity, or on a slid- 
ing scale which varies according to the produc- 
tion of each crop? Should the aim of price sup- 
port be to guarantee a certain level of farm 
income, or only to prevent a catastrophic drop 
in farm income? And what about perishable 
commodities which now yield such a large share 
of farm income—and which cannot be stored as 
security for a loan—should their prices be sup- 
ported, and if so how? These are some of the 
questions to be answered. . 

Gen. Eisenhower during his campaign in- 
dorsed the present price support law and prom- 
ised thorough, nonpartisan study of a perma- 
nent one. He also spoke strongly against restric- 
tions on farm production. If present agricultural 
trends continue, he may soon face the perennial 
riddle: Granted that nobody likes crop control, 
just what should the nation do to discourage the 
production of surpluses that have to be subsi- 
dized by government price support? 
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Anywhere in the House 
For more than two months the American Thea- 
ter has been selling seats anywhere in the house 
to citizens of any race or color.

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Curbing the Shady Bondsman 


Missouri Supreme Court rules to prevent pay- 
ment of excessive fees to greedy and unscrupu- 
lous professional bondsmen became effective 
in the state on New Year's day. Although it re- 
mains to be seen whether the new. regulations 
can put an end to this vicious .practice, there 
pught to be no dissent, from their objectives. 

Under the rules, bondsmen signing bonds 
must guarantee the defendant’s appearance in 
court until the case is finally disposed of. Repu- 
table bondsmen do this now, but the less scrupu- 
lous among them sign a bond for only one ap- 
pearance at a time. This is a profitable trick, 
since it is possible thereby to collect as many 
as three fees from a single defendant in a single 
case—for preliminary hearing, arraignment and 
trial. 

Bondsmen also will be required to furnish 


courts with affidavits showing the full amount 


of their fee, including any security they may 
have required of their clients. This will be ex- 
tremely helpful, for, though judges have no 
authority to set fees, they may refuse to accept 
bond in cases where they believe the bonds- 
man’s fee is excessive. This ought to prevent the 
shady bondsman from quietly milking an un- 
wary defendant. 

Persons arrested and charged for. the first 
time frequently are taken for all the traffic will 
bear, especially after a proper selling job and 
realization that the alternative may be 4 three- 
or four-month wait in jail for trial. The profes- 
sional criminal, on the other hand, has been 
through it all before and rarely has difficulty 
in obtaining a bondsman at the prevailing rate. 

But it should not take a record of prior crimi- 
nal experience to avoid the hungry sharks 
among the bondsmen. Every person required to 
post bond ought to be protected against this 
kind of attack, and it is good to realize that the 
bond shark soon will have fewer teeth. 
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France Without a Jericho Trumpet 

We Americans find it fairly easy to feel su- 
perior to Frenchmen in search of a premier. We 
can see the flaw in their character. But it is sur- 
prising nevertheless to find our attitude upheld 
—by a Frenchman. 

Yet no less a personage than Francois Mauri- 

ac, the latest winner of the Nobel Prize for liter- 
ature, has just taken to the front page of Le 
Figaro to tell his countrymen that “their bad 
political habits are closely linked with their 
character.” 
The wonder is not that the Pinay government 
fell, says M. Mauriac, but that it lasted as long 
as it, did. He sees no point in working up hope 
for the new government which the politicians, 
one after another, are trying to form. France's 
bad political habits are hardly to be changed, he 
Says, and one should not even waste time trying 
to blame anybody because they are bad. 

“There is no reason for indignation against 
anyone, neither against the businessman whose 
profit is his aim; nor against the deputies who 
have their own business, the most important in 
the world, their re-election,” philosophizes M. 
Mauriac. The French wall of private interest 
has never been shaken by a Jericho trumpet, 
‘and “institutions do not change because men do 
not change.” 

M. Mauriac’s mood is abt entirely unfamiliar. 
Especially after a few exceptionally brilliant 
parties have we fallen into that view in which 
everything is black. There are those days on 
which one is sure that every Democrat is out to 


„steal a branch of the Bureau of Internal Reve- 


nue, and that every Republican is out to milk a 
railroad or 4 bank. The heroes of 1776, 1812, 
1861 and other assorted dates are all myths. No 
man ever had a patriotie thought for his coun- 
try. In fact, no child ever loved its mother.

No Filibuster Showdown 

The decision in the conference of Republican 

Senators against a filibuster Showdown at the 
outset. darkens the prospect that anything will 
be done in this session to revise the Senate rule 
which encourages endless talking: In fact; it 
pretty much eliminates arly chance at all. 
The present rule, adopted in 1949 as the 
Wherry amendment, requires the votes of 64 
Senators to halt debate, It also provides that 
debate cannot be halted at all on a proposal to 
amend the rules. 

Thus the best possible chance of A the 
present rule without being stymied by à fili- 
buster occurs at the very beginning of a congres- 
sional session, when the Senate’s rules technical- 
ly have not yet been adopted. In deciding not 
to fight the filibuster now, the Republican lead- 
ership has decided not.to fight when there was 
the best chance of winning. 


It is easy to see why the Republicans have 


turned down the proposal, which some of their 
own members, including Senator Ives of New 
York, have favored. A showdown would bring 
on controversy and run the risk of alienating 
Southern Democratic support on which the 
Eisenhower Administration is going to depend 
many times. And so the Republican leadership 
would rather permit the filibuster rule to go 
unchanged than to ruffle senatorial feathers at 
this time. 

This will be a disappointment to many people 
who are looking to the new Administration for 
bold and resolute leadership. These same citi- 
zens will hope that it does not start a pattern of 
avoidance of showdown votes in Congress. For 
President-elect Eisenhower may as well know at 
the outset that sooner or later will come a break 
with the Dixiecrats. If the Dixiecrats could not 
get along. in their own party, it is not likely 
that they will remain tranquil indefinitely 
around the Republicans. ° 

At the end of the session, when the Republi- 
can leaders look back, they may very well wish 
that they had taken a strong stand for changing 
the rules. For a fair curb on time-wasting by 
present-day Bilbos and Bleases would be an 
achievement in any Congress—Democratic or 
Republican, 
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Kill It Quick.

Creating the Sewer District 

The 19-member board of freeholders to plan 
a metropolitan sewer district has been com- 
pleted, and the task of tackling the area's 
tangled sewer problem is about to begin. 

That problem grows out of the demonstrated 
inability of St. Louis or the county, acting inde- 
pendently, to develop an integrated sewer sys- 
tem. This, in turn, has led to conditions that 
create a health hazard on either Side of Skinker, 
to substantial reduction of property. values in 
some areas, and a greater over-all cost to the 
taxpayers than should de possible under a single 
district. 

Under the State Constitution, the freeholders 
will have wide latitude in developing a fair 
and practical solution. Certainly they will meet 
difficult legal, engineering and financial ques- 
tions arising from the sheer number of political 
subdivisions now operating sewer systems. 
There are more than 100 systems in the county. 

Perhaps the most knotty question the board 
will be compelled to untangle is that of finances. 
Where will the metropolitan district obtain the 
funds to acquire, maintain and construct sewers? 
And how can the financial burden of its support 
be equitably distributed? 

One suggestion that is likely to receive more 
than passing attention was offered to a joint 
city-county committee conducting preliminary 
studies more than a year ago: The metropolitan 
district could be divided into several sub- 
districts. The sub- districts, organized along 
watershed lines, would assume management of 
existing systems; if new construction were re- 
quired, the sub-district could incur debt and 
repay the funds borrowed by charges on the 
persons directly benefited. This charge could 
be collected in several ways, including a rental 
fee that would be somewhat higher than in 
areas where adequate sewers already exist. 

But whatever the final answer to this and 


other questions, the plan cannot be put into 


effect unless it is approved by a majority of 
the voters in city and county at separate elec- 
tions, Since. the freeholders have a year to com- 
plete their work, the elections will not be held 
until 1954. The reaction of the people will be 
the acid test of the area’s first metropolitan 
district plan. 
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A Good Choice 

Gov.-elect Stratton has made what should 
prove to be a good appointment in his selection 
of Jesse L. Simpson of Edwardsville to be a 
member of the Illinois Commerce Commission. 

Mr. Simpson has filled’ a series of public 
posts, including the chief justiceship of the IIli- 
nois Supreme Court. He is aware of the import- 
ance of the decisions of the State Commerce 
Commission, which regulates public utilities in 
Illinois, just as the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission regulates utility rates ane services in 
this state, 

In the Stevenson Adniinistration:. the Illinois 
Commerce Commission was removed substantial- 
ly from partisan politics. The changes were made 
by a politically divided Legislature in recogni- 
tion of the fact that-there is no Republican way 
to regulate a telephone company any more than 
there is a Democratic way to regulate a trans- 
‘portation system. Partisanship has no proper 
role to play in this part of the public’s business. 

In choosing Judge Simpson for a “Commerce 
Commission vacancy, Mr. Stratton names a man 
who, on the basis of background and expertence, 
may be expected to see the utility questions 
from the public point of view.

n W got you down? Here's

Atlanta—Bus companies in this indus- 
trial metropolis of the South complain that 
increased use of private cars, development 


of suburban shopping centers. and rapid. 


growth of television are making them lose 
riders. Patronage fell off so badly this 
year that the Atlanta Transit Co. took 27 
trolleys and 16 busses out of service. 


Boston—Two hundred thousand automo- 
biles cram their way each business day in- 
to the tip of that narrow peninsula which 
is downtown Boston. Engineers figure 
that for 10,000 of them there's no place to 
park. Other persons ride the busses, sub- 
ways, streetcars and elevated lines of the 
Metropolitan Transit Authority. 

M. T. A. carried 433,000,000 passengers in 
1946; 288,000,000 in 1951. In the first 
eight months of 1952 it lost $5,960,000. 

Dallas—A bus ride that took 20 minutes 
five years ago takes half an hour in down- 
town Dallas. 

“Congestion is getting worse all the 
time,” says veteran operator V. E. Left- 
wich. “Every day we seem to get snarled 
in more traffic jams. That's one reason 
why we're hauling fewer patrons.” 

But patronage is off 33 per cent since 
1945. Population is up 33 per cent. Car 
ownership has doubled. 


Same Story Repeated 


Denver Busses in Denver are so over- 
“crowded that police frequently climb 
aboard to make people move back from 
the driver’s seat. The bus company wants 
business firms to stagger their ‘opening 
and closing hours. The firms want no 
part of it. 

Detroit—Transit officials complain that 
there are too many cars in the world's 
automotive capital—an estimated 770,000 
by latest count—and that too many of 
them are used to bring people into the 
downtown business section. The depart- 
ment of street railways now charges 25 
cents for express rides.

Truman urged immediate en- 
actment of a bill to allow the 
President, the Vice President 
and the Speaker of the House 
special living expense deductions 


for income tax purposes amount- | P 
ing to $50,000 a year for the 
President and 510.000 in the 
case of the Senate and House 
leaders. The Vice President also 
serves as president of the Sen- 
ate. 

Earlier Allowances Repealed. 

The deductions would be in 
lieu of equivalent tax-free ex- 
pense allowances previously 
granted the three officials, but 
8 were repealed by the last 


gress. 

Truman said he was advancin 
his plan now because it woul 
have to be put in effect no later 
than Jan. 20, Eisenhower's in- 
auguration date. The Constitution 
forbids any change in the Presi- 
dent’s pay once he has taken 
office. 

“I'd want to scrutinize care- 
fully any suggéStions which come 
from the White House at this 
stage of the game,” commented 
Representative Keating (Rep.), 
New York. 

Martin, faced with responsibil- 
ity for fulfilling in the House 
G.O.P. pledges for less spending, 
had no comment. Nor did Sen- 
ator Millikin (Rep.), Colorado, 
who will be chairman of the 
Senate Finance Committee. Mil- 
likin reminded reporters that tax 
legislation originated in the 
House. 

Representative Simpson (Rep), 
Pennsylvania, a member of the 
tax-writing House Ways and 
Means Committee, wondered if 
Truman was advancing a “mouse 
trap idea,” but added: 

“If he would treat the mem- 
bers of Congress working 3 
Washington as vou treat 
business man working in Wash. 
ington, then all right. But why 
would he pick out just those 
three for tax deductions? I don't 
get it.” 

‘Not Very Intrigued.’ 

Representative Byrnes (Rep.), 
Wisconsjn, another Ways and 
Means Committee member, said: 

Tm not very intrigued by any 
proposal which inereases the 
emolument of officials during the 
terms of the officeholders. If this 
had to be done so quickly, why 
didn’t he suggest it a long time 
ago.” 

Some Republicans thought it a 
good idea. 

Representative Martin (Rep.), 
Iowa, a Ways and Means commit- 
tee member, said he believed the 
suggestion had “real merit.”

TOLEDO, Jan. 3 (AP) — A 
Jewish synagogue and school, a 
Catholic school and part of a city 
playground eventually will be on 
one parcel of land in Toledo. 

The agreement has been dis- | 
closed by the Owens-Illinois Glass 
Co., owner of the land. The com- 
pany said the two faiths might 
share a common parking lot. 

The land is in one of Toledo’s 
best residential districts. In 1951 
both the congregation of B’Nai 
Israel Synagogue and the nuns 
of St. Ursula Convent put in bids 
for the 19-acre tract. 

At the same time, the City 
Park Department expyessed a de- 
sire to obtain six acres for a 
recreation center. 

Owens-Illinois brought the 
three groups together, and out 
of a series of talks came 
plan: 

“The synagogue will buy a bit 
more than six acres, the Ursuline 
order will buy 12 acres, and the 
City Park Department will get 
three-quarters of an acre in the 
form of a narrow strip added 
to the playground of the public 
school bordering the site.” 

The company said the three 
parties agree there will be no 
fences setting off their portions 
of the land and a common scheme 
of landscaping will be followed. 
The architecture of the buildings 
will be “harmonious” if not 
matching, the company said.

CATHOLICS CONTINUE 
BUILDING PROGRAM 


Much of N Develop - 
ment of Parishes Has Been 
in St. Louis County. 


The Catholic Archdiocese of 
St. Louis continued its postwar 
building program throughout 
1952, and a large number of new 
churches and schools were under 
construction at the beginning of 
the new year. 

Much of this Catholic develop- 
ment has been in St. Louis coun- 
ty, where the growth in popula- 
tion brought about overcrowded 
conditions in both churches and 
parochial schools, For example, 
the new Church of the Annuncia- 
tion in Webster Groves, when it 
is finished, will be the third 
Catholic church in that suburb. 

The new St. Peter’s Church in 
Kirkwood has not been completed 
but is in use. It replaced a church 
that was built in 1867.

4 
tugboat business in New York, and the big Ms on 
his tugboats have been a familiar sight to millions 
of ocean-traveling passengers. 

The tugboat owner said he has 42 river tugs, 11 
ocean-going tugs and a large fleet of barges and 
dredges which operate all along the east coast as 
well as on many of America’s major rivers. 

“The glamour busihess, of course, is meeting 
and pushing the big luxury liners into their 
berths,” Moran told me. He said it costs about 
$375 each time to berth a ship like the Queen Mary 
or the United States in the Hudson river. The 
difference, he said, between the European tugboat 
operation and his operation, is that in America the 
tugs push the boats and in Europe they pull them.

St. Louis Health Commissioner 


RELIMINARY figures indi- 

eate that the number of babies 

born to residents of St. Louis 
in 1952 will exceed last year's all 
time high of 20,003 by about 600. 
Not only is this the highest num- 
ber for any year but the rate of 
23.8 per 1000 population is an all 
time high. 

Babies in St. Louis did not fare 
as well as in previous years, how- 
ever. It is estimated that 598 in- 
fant deaths (under one year of 
age) occurred during the year. 
The infant death rate of 29.02 per 
1000 live births compares most 
unfavorably with all time low 
rate of 25.3 in 1949, and the rates 
of 25.8 in 1950 and 27.1 in 1951. 

There were 11 tesident mater- 
nal deaths recorded in 1952 as 
compared to 10 in 1951. The ma- 
ternal death rate per 1000 live 
births was 0.5 for 1952. This com- 
pares with a rate of 0.5 for 1951, 
and the all time low rate of 0.4 
in 1949. 

The estimated number of deaths 
from all causes was 9945, which 
compares with 9950 deaths in 
1951. The general death rate of 
11.5 per 1000 population has re- 


. mained more or less static dur- 


ing the past three years. The low- 
est death rate ever recorded in 
St. Louis was 10.4 in 1949. The 
high general death rate in St.

In recent years most large 
cities rather consistently main- 
tain a general death rate of about 
10 per 1000.

An effective public health 
program is judged, not on the 
number of people who are ill, but 
on the number of people who are 
well. It is appraised by its vital 
statistics. When the general and 
specific death rates of any com- 
munity go up it’s public health 
credit goes down. The public 
health credit of St. Louis is dis- 
gracefully down.

AS IN THE PAST FEW YEARS 
the chronic degenerative diseases 
continued to take an increasing 
toll with heart disease the leading 
cause of death and cancer the 
second leading cause. The 10

Accord- 
ingly St. Louis should have had 
close to 1000 new cases reported 
during the past year. 

Pneumonia, all types, accounted 
for 296 resident deaths—a rate of 
34.3 per 100,000 population com- 
pared to our 1951 rate of 32.4. 

There were 4765 cases of vene- 
real disease infections reported in 
1952, which represents a 65 per 
cent reduction since our high year 
1946. There were 1817 cases of 
syphilis reported as compared to 
2482 cases in 1951. Cases of early 
infectious syphilis have decreased 
by 97 per cent from 1946 to the 
present,
